~—yse tt to g00d effect, 
Some pretty little themigettes are 
made of it, using white sil« for a 
foundation and keéping the embroidery 
to a delicate design of forget-me-nots 
and wee roses, embroidered in their 
natural colors. Both plain and shaded 
ribbons are used for this work, and are 
threaded- through an embroidery needle 
and pulled through the silk in exactly 
the way silk or linen threads are. Only 
with ribbon embroidery even more than 
the usual precautions against puckering 
should be observed—there can be. no 
pressing after it is all done, for the 
beauty of the work lies in the realistic 
look gained by the raised stitches: 

Every stitch makes a petal with for 
et-me-nots; with roses, the stitches

A pretty idea, where the dress ja em- 
broidered in ribbon work, is to embrol 
er wristbag or purse, and perhaps the 
tops of the long gloves, to match. But 
the work must be sparingly applied—the 
least bit too much of it is “ginger- 
bready 

For pillow tops and photograph frames 
and their kin, heavier materials make 
the foundations, and the work is done tr 
a radically different way, using a 
heavier corded ribbon and drawing jt tn 
to make petals and leaves, and sewing 
it down: with sewing siik to match, in 
stead. of pulling ‘thé: strands through 
the material.
